Chandler sent additional police and 
emergency crews today into north- 
eastern Kentucky mountain districts 
where rescue workers reported 47 
dead and 2,000 homeless after a 
cloudburst that swept creeks and 
rivers out of their banks yesterday.

An 
adult with a Roman candle is just 
as dangerous as a coked up killer 
with a gun.

a sky rocket. Once he walks out on 
the lawn with it, sticks it in the 
ground, and says, “Everybody look, 


now,” he becomes a potential killer | 


or arsonist. It is even money that 
he will burn the roof off his house, 


set fire to an innocent passer-by, or | 


become a human torch himself when 
it fires up the back of his coat and 
sets fire to his vest.
